According to p r e s e n t 
plans she will sail on this 
Jaunt 
early this month, 
and the cruise will con­ 
sume tho host pa^t of the 
spring. 
The Itin e r a r y - 
prepared all of a sudden, 
for this cruise was not even contem­ 
plated a few weeks ago—calls for a 
voyage around the continent of South 
America, or, at least around the major 
portion of that triangular continent 
and it bids fair to be the most notable 
undertaking assigned to any single 
battleship since the famous old battle­ 
ship Oregon made the long trip around 
South Amel ira (over much this same 
route) at the time of the Spanish- 
American war. 
The cruise of the Delaware takes 
on importance from the fact that it is 
the first stunt of the kind attempted 
by one of our new battleships of the 
Dreadnought class—floating fortresses 
so much larger and heavier and more 
formidably armed than any of our old- 
time battleships that they might be re­ 
ferred to as the "big brothers" of 
these ships that were so awe inspir­ 
ing a few years ago. 
Now, of course, 
these new "all-big gun" ships are as 
yet something of an experiment in our 
navy in so far as actual service goes 
and consequently naval officials and 
shipbuilding experts will await with 
no little concern the outcome of this 
prolonged "shaking down" cruise 
Another circumstance that 
this coming cruise stand out a 
able achievement is that the it 
is to take her long “hik**” absolutely 
unattended. 
As all readers of the 
newspapers must have noted, lf has 
not been the practise of our naval au­ 
thorities of late years to assign .Mingle 
battleships to long cruises. 
They usu­ 
ally go in fleets, or In divisions of 
four ships, or at least In pairs. 
Why, 
it will be remembered that when Pres­ 
ident Taft made his recent trip to Pa­ 
nam a a second warship was sent along 
with the one that carried the presiden­ 
tial party, not because there was any 
real need for it, bnf simply to have a 
companion ship at hand to render as­ 
sistance in the event that the first 
craft met with a mishap of any kind, 
great or small. 
And take that other naval cruise 
around South America, with which the 
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battleship cannot ascend the 
com­ 
paratively 
shallow 
Potomac river 
to Washington to receive the body, 
and so the president’s yacht May­ 
flower will be used to corvey the 
casket from the capital to Hamp­ 
ton roads, Va., where the transfer 
will be made to the 
big 
vessel. 
When the casket is conveyed from 
the receiving 
vault to 
the 
May­ 
flower there will be another mili­ 
tary and naval pageant and guns 
will boom in salute and high offi­ 
cials of the government will stand 
with uncovered 
heads 
while 
the 
casket Is swung by m eans of the 
long arm of a crane from the cais­ 
son used as a hearse to the deck of 
the vessel.

deterred until tills month, the flag draped cas­ 
ket reposing In the m eantim e in a receiving 
vault in a cemetery at Washington. 


The United States governm ent has been 
called upon twice before, within a comparative­ 
ly few years, to convey home the bodies of em i­ 
nent Pan-American statesm en who have died 
In this country. 
Some years ago tho body of 
an am bassador of Mexico was thus conveyed 
h o m e in state and only a year ago similar hon­ 
ors were paid to the remains of the late Senor 
Nahuco, who was for years the ambassador of 
Brazil at our seat of government, 
On neither 
occasion, however, was there employed for tho 
service ho imposing a vessel as the Delaware. 


That th** officials and the public of Chile 
will appreciate the significance of Uncle Sam ’s 
sending his largest and finest warship is the

ill feeling, and it Is th** desire of our statesm en 
to allay any lingering suspicions and cement 
friendship In this quarter 
The Delaware was 
not. of course, a member of the round the world 
squadron that 
visited Chilean 
ports several 
years ago so that not only will she he a nov­ 
elty to eyes beyond the Andes but she will af­ 
ford the people of Chile their first opportunity 
to inspect an example of the world’s latest 
ideas in heavy battleship building.

This focusing of the attention 
of people on the east coast of South America 
will come about through the circumstance that 
tho Delaware, being unattended by coal or sup­ 
ply ships, 
will find It 
necessary en route to and 
from Chile to put 
in at i>orts In Brazil, Argen­ 
tina 
and other places for fuel, supplies, etc. 
Of course the natives at each port cannot fall 
to be Impressed by the vessel and the Impor­ 
tance which Uncle Sam attaches to her mis­ 
sion. 
The placing of the metal casket containing 
the body of the deceased diplomat aboard the 
battleship will be mode the occasion of another 
impressive 
ceremonial. 
The 
heavy-draught 


m eans that she is fully one-fourth 
larger 
or 
heavier than any other vessel now in commis­ 
sion in our navy except her sister ship, the 
North Dakota. 
She is also the speediest of all 
our battleships built or building, being capable 
of a gait of 24 or 25 miles per hour, which is 
dlctinotly "going som e” for so ponderous a craft, 
and which will enable her to m ake good ttrao 
on her round trip beyond Cape Horn if neces­ 
sity should arise. 


The Delaware is the heaviest armed of all 
our "peacemakers," excepting of course 
her 
twin sister, the North Dakota. 
She carries ten 
of the big 12-inch guns, four of which were a 
few years ago considered ample for any battle­ 
ship, and in addition she has ranged on her 
sides 14 of the tremendously effective 5-inch 
guns, to say nothing of v whole array of smaller 
naval "shooting irons." 
Some of these la tte r — 
the three-pounders, for instance, will be the only 
ones used on the present cruise and then merely 
for firing salutes. 
The Delaware has a ship’s 
company of record-breaking size—55 officers and 
nearly 900 men. 


THREE ORDERS OF SOCIETY IN NAPLES 


There are three distinct classes in Neapoli­ 
tan society—it would be better to call them 
castes -the nobility and aristocracy, the “gal- 
antuom inl” or middle classes, and the "laz- 
zaroni” or the "subm erged multitude ’’ 
The first (lass it is unnecessary to de­ 
scribe, the other classes live side by side, 
and are yet distinct and hostile. 
They differ 
in religious and political convictions, in mor­ 
als, in social customs, in food and clothing. 
The galantuomini include the shopkeepers, 
the small m anufacturers, 
tradesmen, 
book­ 
keepers, persons engaged in clerical occupa­ 
tions, and practically all who are compelled 
to earn their living, but who are not engaged 
in manual labor. 
They are generally liberal and often radical 
in politics 
The men express an open in­ 
difference and often contempt for the church, 
but require ti cir wives and daughters to ob­ 
serve all the conventional religious duties, 
and tin y themselves never fall to reach for a 
crucifix c r call for a priest whenever they 
imagine their own lives to be In danger. 
They are fond of dress and display and in­ 
dulge their taste as far as their means will 
permit, but their wives and daughters are 
kept in H« elusion and are never allowed to 
leave the bouse without duennas to protect 
them. 
The 
tazzaronI 
regard 
with contempt 
as 
well as aversion the families of the galan- 
tuomini, wl o are not 
wealthy and have to 
struggle to keep up appearances 
The laz­ 
zaroni are strongly attached to the 
nobility, 
have often given practical evidences of loyal­ 
ty and on several occasions have been 
su­ 
preme service to the c*x>wn. 


They live cheaply in the open air, with a 
room in the basem ent or the attic of some 
old tenement, to which they can retreat for 
shelter in case of storm, and when the hour 
comes for sleep. 
They delight in garlic, shell fish, raw vege­ 
tables and fruit. 
The women pay little at­ 
tention to their dress and always go bare­ 
headed. 
There are probably not a dozen hats 
or bonnets to the thousand of 
the 
women 
population of the lazzaroni. 
The lazzaroni are so accustomed to fetid 
odors, the misery, the loathsome filth of the 
"Fondaci,” as the slums are called, that it is 
difficult for them to be happy under any other 
circumstances. 
They are born in it, they live 
in it and they die in it, and yet there are 
grades of misery, just as there are grades of 
prosperity. 
There are lazzaroni who are rich and com- 
fortab’e. compared with others who may oc- 
ciipv the adjoining attic, but it Is said by 
those who have studied this class that thor 
arc never reduced to a condition which is be­ 
yond their philosophy to endure; that they 
will always jest about their hunger and laugh 
about their pains. 
Sentim entalists who have made a study of 
them Insist that the poorer and more loath­ 
some the familv the stronger the love and at* 
t a d mont 
As misfortune comes upo I them 
they seem to cling more closely together, pa­ 
rents to children, children 
to 
parents 
and 
brothers to sisters, and not one is so low or so 
destitute as to be unable now and then to do 
an act of charity or express compassion to 
neighbors who are even more badly Off than 
themselves.

By a Vote of 214 to 57, Thirty-Three 


Republican* Voting With the Dem o­ 


crat*, the Resolution Adm itting the 


Territories to Statehood Passed the 


House, With Proviso Leaving Recall 


Proposition to the People. 


Washington, May 24— The house of 
representatives, by a vote of 214 to Tm, 
adopted the Flood resolution admitting 
the territories of Arizona and New 
Mexico to statehood. 
The resolution 
itself was passed without division, the 
record vote occurring on a motion by 
Representative 
Mane, 
the 
minoritj 
leader, to recommit the resolution to 
the territories committee with instruc­ 
tions to report a substitute providing 
for the immediate admission of New 
Mexico under the constitution approv­ 
ed by its i eople and of Arizona upon 
the elimination from its constitution 
of the provision for the “ recall of the 
judiciary.” 
Thirty-three Republicans 
voted with the Democrats against the 
Mann motion. 
The resolution as passed, however, 
proposes an amendment to the Arizo­ 
na constitution providing that the ju­ 
diciary of the new state shall not he 
subject to recall by popular vote. This 
amendment is not mandatory and is 
merely proposed for submission to the 
electors of Arizona for their ratifica­ 
tion or rejection at its first general 
election for state and county officers. 
If the majority of the electors accept 
the amendment, the much discussed 
judiciary 
recall 
provision 
will 
be 
stricken from the constitution, hut if 
the amendment is turned down Arizo­ 
na may ('liter the Union with its recall 
provision without further action by he 
house of representatives. 
The Democratic house thus indirect­ 
ly accepted the recall plan. 
The only 
advantage gained by the opponents of 
the recall of the judiciary is the fact 
that the people of Arizona will have a 
chance to vote on this important ques­ 
tion as a single proposition. 
The Ari­ 
zona electors when they voted up<n 
it the first time were obliged to accept 
it or reject the entire constitution. 
President Taft and many other fed­ 
eral officers are hopeful that »he re­ 
sult will be different when the propo­ 
sition is submitted alone on its merits 
or rather demerits. 
The resolution now goes to the sen­ 
ate and the president also will have 
to approve it before Arizona is admit­ 
ted to the Union.

HAU HOUGH VOYAGE 


Sailors Had in Mind Tale of “The 
Ancient Mariner.” 


COSTLIEST HOUSE IN AMERICA COMPLETED 


Baneful Spell That Fell Upon Sailing 
Ship Rhine W as Attributed to 
Killing of Albatross That 
Had Taken Refuge. 


New York.—Coleridge's tale of “The 
Ancient Mariner” may now be 
re­ 
peated as the 
record 
in many 
re­ 
spects of the strange voyage of the 
Rhine, a British sailing ship, which 
has reached this port from Trinidad, 
laden with asphalt. 
For forty days 
and forty nights the vessel struggled 
against adverse winds, or, like 
the 
craft In Coleridge’s poem, hung in a 
glassy sea, “as Idle as a painted ship 
upon a painted ocean." 
Followed for a time, as men of the 
crew’ believe, by as mysterious an in­ 
fluence as that which held the ship 
of “The Ancient Mariner” in 
thra 
the Rhine fought its way through to 
the end of a trip 
that 
ordinarily 
would have occupied fourteen instead 
of forty days. 
To tho killing of an albatross was 
attributed the baneful spell that fell 
upon the ship of “The Ancient Ma 
rifler.** 
The question 
for supersti­ 
tious minds is whether tho spell that 
bound the Rhine for 
a time 
was III 
brought about by a West Indian sailor 
who killed a sea bird which had ta­ 
ken refuge on board tho ship’s deck 
Before the Rhine, which is a full 
rigged ship of 1,690 tons, was a day 
out of Port au Spain, Trinidad, it 
found Itself in a calm. 
Day after day, 
with only an occasional puff of wind 
to bring hope of 
more 
favorable 
weather, the Rhine crawled along be 
neath a burning sun. 
The ship was a week and a half on 
Its way when a strange thing hap­ 
pened, Captain Bergman and his first 
mate, Harry Wolth, were on the quar­ 
ter deck, and the sailors were idling 
about the deck forward when a huge 
dog, gaunt with hunger, appeared on 
deck. 
Captain Bergman and his mate 
are not superstitious, so they had the 
animal tared for by the steward and 
then let him roam the deck at will. 
It was not until the Rhine was well 
up the Atlantic coast that It ran Into 
heavy weather. On Sunday night, No­ 
vember 13, a hurricane rose The first 
mate was caught In a heavy sea and 
was thrown to the de* k, where lie lay 
stunned. 
No one saw him fall 
no 
one but Bob, the stowaay dog Ho ran 
howling to the skipper, and by his 
actions led him to send the third offi­ 
cer to see what was 
the 
matter. 
Wolth was found and carried to his 
cabin, where it was found that he 
had dislocated his left knee and In 
Jured the leg generally. 
Wolth In 
stated on remaining on duty. 
The Rhine was forty railes east by 
northeast of Cape Henry when it en­ 
countered the storm. 
It took the ship 
two weeks to fight its way to this 
port, a distance of only 
a 
few hun­ 
dred miles. 
Captain Bergman In 1905 received 
$1,000 and a gold watch from Insur­ 
ance companies for bringing the liar

Will th** phonograph 
and the post card reflector In the 
farmhouse keep him 
there? 
Mnny 
farmers In 
central 
Missouri 
would 
say “yes” to both of those questions, 
and many of them are buying talking 
machines and reflectors In order to 
combat “the lure of the motion pic­ 
tures” and keep the boys 
and the 
hired men 
on the farm. 
Many of these men attribute the 


present high prices of many of the 
necessities of life to the scarcity of 
farm labor. 
In fact, every condition, 
except weather, that does not meet 
the approval of the tiller of the soil 
is being laid at the door of the ex­ 
isting famine in “hired hands." 


In half the corn fields near here 
last full there were women helping 
the men to gather the crop. 
They 
w ere women, for the most part, not 
accustomed to such labor, but they 
taw the necessity of getting the har­ 
vest completed before the snow fell 
And if they did not 
help, no 
one 
would. 


Last summer many women living 
on farms near here left their duties 
In the household to drive a team and 
help the husband put the crop In. 
Many of these women were college 
graduates. 


A few years ago farm laborers re­ 
ceived from 1 15 to $18 a month with 
the occasional loan of a horse on 
which to ride to town. Today "hands’* 
are hard to And at $30 a month with 
every Saturday off and a ride to town 
in the family motor car. 


This condition Is not peculiar to 
Missouri alone. 
It sounds ridiculous, 
but It is no laughing matter to the 
farmer with a crop to harvest.

DRAINAGE NECESSARY TO 
PRESERVE ROAD FOUNDATIONS 
Practical Fashions 
b g 


Properly Constructed Macadam Roads Are Supplied With 
a Drain lo C a r r y Off Surplus Water— 
Some Excellent Plans. 


(By A. B. FLETCHER.) 
Water should never be permitted to 
remain under a macadam road. 
It 
loftens the foundation so that the bro­ 
ken Rt.one ta forced clown into it by the 
wheels of vehicles, thus causing ruts 
to develop in the macadam, 
In free­ 
zing it expands 
and 
“heaves” the 
broken stone, destroying the bond and 
causing the* larger fragments of stone 
to rise to the surface. 
As a result the 
material In the subgrade is forced up 
into the interstices, and in the spring 
the macadam will be found 
to 
be 
rough, irregular in shape, and weak­ 
ened. 
There are several ways of re­ 
moving the subsurface water, at least 
in part. 
Sometimes lf the grade is 
raised In wet places the trouble will 
be lessened, particularly 
if 
porous 
materials are used. 
Side drains may he constructed in 
the* cuts on each side of the road, just 
outside of the limits of the macadam. 
These drains consist of narrow trench­ 
es, filled with broken stone or small 
gravel stones, w-ith a pipe five or six 
inches in diameter near the bottom. 
The pipe Is laid with open joints, true 
to grade, and is carried to a proper 
outlet. 
Sometimes the pipe is omit­ 
ted and the entire trench is filled with 
stones, in which case it is called a 
blind drain. 
Such drains serve to cut 
off the subsurface water before it can 
get under the macadam. 
The subgrade may be excavated to 
the width of the macadam so as to be 
six to eight inches deep at the edges, 
and twelve to eighteen Inches deep at 
the center. 
The surface will then 
have the shape of an extremely flat­ 
tened letter V. The bottom should be 
fairly true to grade, so as to permit 
the w’ater to flow’ readily. 
This exca- 


were built with a telford 
base, 
re­ 
gardless of any consideration of the 
I requirements of 
traffic. 
It is 
now 
generally recognized that, except In 
unusual cases where the subsoil Is 
j full of water which cannot be drained 
j out, the telford base 
is unnecessary 
I except for purposes of subdrainage. 
A satisfactory telford foundation may 
be made by placing vertically on 
a 
layer of gravel two or more inches in 
depth, stones of fairly uniform 
size, 
not exceeding ten inches in width, six 
' inches in depth, and varying in length 
from six to twenty Inches. 
The stones 
should be set on their broadest edges, 
lengthwise 
across 
the 
road, 
and 
wedged rigidly into position by driving 
! smaller stones into 
the 
interstices 
| with mauls. 
Projecting points should 
I be broken off with stone hammers, de- 
! pressions filled with chips, 
and 
the 
telford rolled with a steam roller until 
it is true to the desired cross 
sec­ 
tion. 
Where the foundation of the road 
would otherwise be 
very 
bad, 
and 
no gravel or 
other like 
material is 
readily obtainable, or where an un­ 
usually substantial road is required to 
meet the demands 
of 
traffic, 
this 
form of construction is recommended. 
Under Ordinary conditions it is much 
too expensive. 
It has been said, aud 
there ta some supporting 
evidence, 
that a rigid 
and 
unyielding 
telford 
base has the effect of 
an anvil, and 
that the macadam, under the 
pound 
of traffic, 
wears more 
rapidly than 
In the ordinary broken-stone road. 
Several other devices 
are 
some­ 
times employed to 
take care of 
the 
subsurface water, such as the center 
box drain, built of slabs of stone, and 
side drains, with plank boxes in lieu

vation Is filled with stones varying In 
size from small pebbles to boulders 
eight or ten inches in diameter, the 
largest being placed at the bottom. 
These stones need not be placed with 
special care, but the condition of the 
mass should be such as to permit con­ 
solidation with a roller. To dispose of 
the water collected by a drain of this 
kind, narrow trenches should be cut to 
the sides so as to connect with open 
outlets. 
These trenches should also 
be filled with stones. 
Such a drain is 
usually effective and ordinarily costs 
less than two side drains. 
Another way of multiplying In part j 
the effect of the subsurface water is 
to construct a foundation of telford. j 
Formerly, nearly all macadam roads i 


of drain tile. 
Usually these are either 
too expensive or too unstable a nature 
to be recommended. 
Every macadam road 
should 
be 
crowned, 
in 
order 
that the

falling upon it may run quickly 
to 
the gutters. 
It is also necessary that 
the shoulders should have the same 
slope as the macadam or perhaps a 
little greater. 
For a road 15 feet or fess in width 
it will be found satisfactory to have 
the e nter f>4 
Inches 
higher 
than 
th** sides, forming a crowm of three- 
quai t.ers of an inch to the foot 
On 
roads of greater width It will be neces­ 
sary tn reduce the crrcton to one-half 
inch to the foot, or perhaps even less. 
The apex should be slightly rounded.

A loading chute is a great conve­ 
nience, lf not a necessity, on every 
farm where hogs are grown, says tin* 
Michigan Farmer. 
A hog chute re 
quires to be just wide enough to al­ 
low one big hog to pass through it at 
a time anti not turn around, sty froia 
20 to 24 inches. 
Make the chute 8 
feet long. using good hardwood 2x4’s 
for sides (oak is best), round the bot­ 
tom corner or heel and taper bottom 
corner at toe back IS inches (see dia­ 
gram). 
On the top or fiat sides nail 
floor of inch boards putting en occa­ 
sionally a cleat to prevent animals 
from alii ping. 
Take two pieces of 
Iron I V/XMs Inch, sharpen one end and 
bend over, forming hooks I Mi Inches 
long (old wagon tire is good). 
Bolt 
(hest* to shaped toe with hooks bent 
down on tall of wagon. 
The sides are 
best made of elm strips three or four 
inches wide, the same length as the 
bottom and three strips to the side, 
evenly spaced. 
Cut through uprights 
go that they will make the sides 2 4 
feet high when put together. 
Fasten 
with holts, one bolt to the slat aud 
one to sill. 
This allows the side.) to

Let it do what It can, but see that it 
does not get tired out.

cial care. too. that it does not get 
; hurt, writes Bessie L. Putnam in the 
Ohio Farm er. 
If it should get fright­ 
ened or hurt It may be made timid 
and of little service in later years. 
As it gets older it will some day run 
: up and bark at a cow, and the cow 
will run 
After that, It Is the whole 
thing In cow driving; your business 
I then is to restrain. 
If it Inclines to 
! run to the head of the animal, fasten 
a long cord around Its neck, and you 
can then keep it In the rear. 
Our in-* 
formant states that he never but once 
| had trouble in this way. 
That time 


I the cow stepped on the rope almost 
the first thing, making it impossible 
for him to bring the dog bat k to its 
place; the next Jump happened to be 
upon the dog. 
That was a decisive 
lesson! 
The dog learned then that Its 
place was not at the anim al’s head. 
J he shepherd Is naturally a guar­ 
dian. 
Even with no training It will 
pick up many habits emphasizing this 
fact. 
It is naturally a friend, and the 
friendship is cemented with the years 
by kind treatm ent. 
But unkindness is 
even more impressionable, and no dog 
is more easily spoiled. 
If punishment 
is necessary, more than one or two 
blows should not be given, and the 
manifested penitence should then be 
met with caresses of forgiveness.
